The leaders and men of the Lewis and Clark Ex- 
pedition in 1805 were the first men to make a 
study of the grizzly bear, a type of bear new to 
them. The name grizzly means grayish, or some- 
what gray. The habitat of this bear reached from 
the mountains of Mexico, throughout the Sierras 
and the Rockies into Canada. Like other bears, its 
diet consisted of roots, wild honey, grubs, fish and 
game. 

What set the grizzly apart from the black and brown bears was his size and his terrible, 
savage fury when aroused. Weighing an average of 900 pounds, the grizzly wreaked havoc 
among the Indians and the early white settler. Many an early Westerner lost his life to one 
of these brutes because the rifle of that day lacked the power and punch of later day rifles. 
This monarch was, and still is, a mighty,fearful,and respected foe of any hunter.
